The 100 head in this sale have been chosen as a tribute to the 100th anniversary of the 
printing of Volume 1 of the American Shorthorn Herd Book, the first in this country for any breed 
of improved livestock. Its founder, Lewis Falley Allen (1800-1890) was one of the most influential 
early citizens of Buffalo, N. Y. As uncle to Grover Cleveland, twice president of the United States, 
he was the main influence in starting Cleveland on his political career. 


Early in life he became a gentleman farmer of well over a thousand acres of land on Grand 
Island in the Niagara River. Here he found the interesting pattern of raising fine Shorthorns 
exactly fitting his respect for profit and his admiration for quality. A man of unquestioned integ- 
rity and unusual foresight, he believed that pedigree registration provided a direct route to the 
improvement and protection of a breed. The first Herd Book, May, 1846, listed 540 Shorthorns. 
By 1883, Allen had published 24 volumes. Then the American Shorthorn Breeders’ Association 
bought his interest and has maintained the work ever since. Present registration of purebred 
Shorthorns in America has passed the three million mark. 

If you are not a breeder of Shorthorns, we invite you, as Lewis Allen said he did in 1833, to 
make your “first experimental acquaintance with them.” The great strength of the breed lies in 
its unrivaled range of adaptability, and in its ability to turn forage into prime beef faster than 
any other beef breed. Early Shorthorn maturity comes primarily from its greater capacity for milk 
production as compared to other beef breeds, from its quiet easy-feeding disposition, and from its 
greater natural scale.

After eight years at the University of Wisconsin 
where he obtained his doctor’s degree, he returned to 
Oklahoma A. & M. in 1943 as head of the Animal Hus- 
bandry department. 

Dr. Darlow was chosen by the War Department in 
July, 1945, to head the departments of Dairying, Animal 
Husbandry and Poultry Husbandry at the Shrivenham 
American University in England. He served in this 
capacity for six months. 

Shortly after arriving home he returned to Scotland 
to judge the Perth Shorthorn Show in February, 1946. 
He has since resumed his duties as Professor and Head 
Dr. A. E. DARLOW, Stillwater, Okla, Of the Animal Husbandry Department at Oklahoma
